These planetesimals must have 
plowed through the dense atmosphere, 
turning white hot from the heat de 
veloped by friction.

Most of us have relations who 
are always behind, are always so- 
liciting petty loans and never 
think of repaying. ‘The honest 
man must work to help support 
these pleasant, good-natured fin- 
ancial infants. . 

The conclusion for individuals, 
municipalities, provinces and na- 
tions is to pay promptly or pro- 
vide for assured payment,

Discuss Sunlight at Health 
Congress. 


The distinction of addressing the 
American Health Congress, 1n session 
at Atlantic City, was accorded to two 
doctors from Toronto, Canada, who 
contributed papers to the discussion 
on sunlight and health.

Cork is the bark of an evergreen 
|tree which grows in Southern Durope. 








gets thicker every year, 
forming over the other.

poses the outer layers are striped be- 
fore this and are strippel again every 
eight or ten years. ; 

The bark is removed by making a 
(deep cut in the tree, and then slicing 
loff slabs with a curved two-handled 
knife. These pieces are 
‘steamed for an hour, in order to get 
rid of certain substances in the bark, 
and also to decrease {t in size. The 
aerre are then scraped and finally 
!pressed flat by machinery. The cork 
is then ready for the market. 

The corks that are used in bottles 
are made by machinery, and the waste 
helps to make floorcloth,

Driving along a peaceful coun- 
try road which he had passed 
many times before, with no 
thought of danger, death, sudden 
and terrible, came to John Gaff- 
ney, an aged resident of Tyendin- 
aga Township, Wednesday after- 
noon about half past two, and an- 
other yictim was added to the 
long roll of level railway cros- 
sing deaths, reports the Belleville 
Ontario. 
Mr. Gaffney left bis home on 
the seventh concession of T'ven- 
dinaga, early Wednesday after- 
noon to drive to Lonsdale where 
he had business to transact. His 
route lay along the road known 
as Lonsdale sideline. About two 
miles from the crossing where the 
accident occurred he stopped to 
pass the time of day with the men 
working on the county road, then 
resumed his journey towards 
Lonsdale.

He 
went to the scene of the smoke appear 
tion and heard-thé tons of rock, push- 
ed by the gtacier, failing into eanyons 
below, causing crashes audible for five 
mites.

An attack of ty- 
phoid fever following the use of 
infected water or milk, or swim- 
ming in a polluted stream, will* 
certainly spoil the effect of the 
happiest holiday. 

_Milk—"Know your milkman” 
—at least try to secure pasteur- 
ized milk. The next best is milk = 
that is milked clean and kept 4 
clean and cold> 

Meat—Buy meat kept on ice. 
You wouldn’t sthink of eating 
“hot dogs’ which had been heat- 
ed and reheated for a week, if 
you were home—then insist on 
haying your’ weiners taken off 
the ice and boiled fresh for you. ~ 

Water—Secure your drinking 
water at approved camps and re- 
freshment booths; they have safe 
water supplies. 

Bathing—There are plenty of 
safe places to swim. Bathe only 
in water which is free from con- 
tamination. Safety first! A little 
mishap in any of the above may 
mean Sickitwe, Prevention is the 
best plan for motor tourists—get 
moculated against typhoid fever 
before you start on your motor 
holiday.

covesky, 9 years old, 5 Gerard Street, 
came along. Young Fonger swam to- 
ward the boat and caught hold of one 
side with his hands. 

Whether the little boy was exhaust- 
ed or swam to the boat in a boyish 
prank is not known. At any rate, it 
is alleged, Urkowitch lifted one oar 
from its socket and struck young 
Fonger over the head with its blade. 
With no outcry, it is said, the little 
fellow released his grasp on the side 
of the boat and sank to his death.

Upper Columbia River in Brit- 
ish Columbia lies the largest tract 
of grizzly bear hunting territory 
in the Dominion.

Viet oria, B.C.—The old-time rural 
policeman, the butt of countiess jokes, 
and the terror of the careless motor- 
. Ast, will soon vanish from British 
Columbia. The province has found 
_ him not only inefficient, but expensive. 
Gradually, the Provincial Police are 
_ taking over the enforcement of laws 
in the Province. On Vancouver Is- 
land, outside Victoria, there will be 
practicaily no local police left within 
a month, and the Provincial Poilce 
_ will be in control everywhere. On the 
mainland, tco, several cities and dis- 
tricts have completed policing agree- 
ments with the Government, and 
others have the matter under consid- 
eration. It is beginning to appear 
that, within a very short time British 
Colurnbia will have no local poiice left 
outside of the capital and Vancouver. 
It is expected that the new plan will 
_ make for efiiciency. There have been 
too many police forces in the past, in| 
the opinion of the authorities, and this 
will be eliminated.

Poison Ivy. 


Ivy poisoning is so prevalent this 
sulymer, it leads one to ask: How 
many people know this plant, “the 
worst vegetable skin poison in Amert- 
ca?” It is native to Canada and is 
commonly found in hedges, in dry 
woods, along country roads and, all too 
often, even in city parks. Poison Ivy 
{s a low shrub. The leaf is large, re- 
sembles that of the Virginia Creeper 
but is divided into three distinct leaf- 
lets; it is of a bright green color which 
changes to autumnal shades. 

Children are quick"to recognize it, 
and should not go where it is lable to 
be found until they can recognize it 
and know the danger of touching It. 
In the city of Hamilton the Horticul- 
tural Socfety, co-operating with the 
School Medical Officer; supplied a 
specimen of the plant to each of the 
city schools; this was used for teach- 
ing the children to know the plant and 
how to treat ivy poisoning.

What to do: Treatment must be 
prompt. Hot solution of baking soda, 
or vinegar, or salt (4 tsp. to 1 pint) 
are recommended, as they are easy to 
get in any household. Good strong 
yellow laundry soap (because of the 
antiseptic action of the potash) is 
most helpful when used promptly. to 
wash the parts affected; it is a wise 
precaution to carry a piece of this kind 
of soap In your pocket when going for 
a tramp in the woods, and to use it 
freely after an outing. 

In se@yere cases, apply clean cloths 
soaked in hot boracaic acid (4 tsp. to 
1 pint), changing frequently. Very 
severe cases should be seen by a doc- 
tor.
